"get tough" policy by the Arlington

Ernest' Blomquist, village prose- 


cutor, said arrest warrants now are 
being sworn out against persons who 
flagrantly disregard court dates and 
fines. 


Blomquist said the new policy, 


which went into effect Jan. 1, is 
aimed at those "who thumb their nose 
at the whole court process." 


HE SAID THE VILLAGE was was- 


ting time and manpower in enforcing 
village ordinances when persons re- 
fused to pay fines assessed by the 
courts. 


To date, three warrants have been 


issued to ensure compliance with 
court-ordered penalties. 


As Blomquist outlines the proce- 


dure, warrants are issued only as a 
last resort to collect the fines. He said 
the amount of money in question was 
not great, but the new policy was nec- 
essary to ensure there is equal com- 
pliance by all with village regulations. 


Another policy change will be the as-, 


sessing of minimal fines in all cases 
in which there is a finding of guilt. In 
the past, violators were not fined if 
they corrected the violation by the 
time of their court appearance. 


BLOMQUIST SAID warrants will be 


issued and the violator arrested only 
after he has ignored several notices 
and warnings to pay. 


He said after a person is found guilty, 
he is sent a notice to pay the fine. If 
the initial notice is ignored, a follow- 
up notice is sent telling him the vil-

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Ford sends welfare plan to Congress 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 


Ford presented 
Congress 
Monday 


with his new welfare formula calling 
for an 0.3 per cent increase in Social 
Security taxes and a revision of Medi- 
care to cover "catastrophic" health 
costs. 


He sent the House and Senate a spe- 


cial message — his first of the year — 
following up and further explaining 
the proposals first set out in his State 
of the Union speech Jan. 10. 


Signing the message in his office, 


Ford said the aim of his plan is "help- 
ing all Americans to live in dignity, 
security and good health." 


The message itself said: "The par- 


ticular vulnerability of, the aged to the 
burdens of inflation requires that spe- 
cific improvements be made in two 
major Federal programs, Social Se- 
curity and Medicare." 


Ford said the boost in the payroll 


tax, borne equally by workers and 
employes, is needed to bolster the So- 
cial Security Trust Fund, which is 


paying out more in benefits than it is 
taking in. 


He said the increase in the tax from 


5.85 per cent cent to 6.15, which would 
be effective next Jan. 1, would cost 
the individual employe no more than 
$1 a week. 


Ford also said he would push for "a 


full cost-oMlving increase" in Social 
Security benefits starting with checks 
in July. And he said he plans later 
this year to propose a change in the 


formula for determining benefits to 
retired workers in order to better re- 
flect wage-price fluctuations. 


The President urged approval of his 


plan for revising the Medicare pro- 
gram so that no American covered 
would have to pay more than $500 for 
hospital or other health care, or more 
than $250 in doctors' bills, in a single 
year. 


His plan would provide coverage for 


unlimited days of hospital and skilled 


nursing facility care, whereas the cur- 
rent maximum is 150 days. 


But beneficiaries would have to pay 


the full first-day hospital cost plus 10 
per cent of the remainder up to $500, 
whereas the second through 60th day 
now are paid in full by the govern- 
ment. 


On doctors' bills, Ford's plan would 


increase the annual "deductible" paid 
by the patient from $60 to $77, and 
continue the current system under 


which the patient pays 20 per, cent — 
except that the $250 annual limit 
would be imposed. 


A House Ways and Means subcom- 


mittee opened hearings on the Ford's 
Medicare formula Monday. One wit- 
ness, Bert Seidmen, director of the 
AFL-CIO's Social Security Depart- 
ment, said "it appears to us as an 
obvious political maneuver to win fa- 
vor with the high income elderly in 
presidential primaries at the expense 
of the nation's elderly poor and sick."

Volcano spews smoke, 200 
looters shot in Guatemala 


GUATEMALA 
CITY, 
Guatemala 


(UP!) — Armed patrols have shot 
and killed as many as 200 looters in 
earthquake-devastated 
Guatemala, 


newspaper reports said Monday. The 
official death toll rose to more than 
16,000. 


Strong quake 
off Mexico coast 


GOLDEN, Colo. (UPI) - A strong 


earthquake occurred off the west 
coast of Mexico about 180 miles from 
Guadalajara Monday afternoon, the 
U.S. Geological Survey reported. 


There were no reports of damage. 


The exact location of the quake was 
not (mediately known. 


The quake which occurred at 2:30 


p.m. MST, measured 6.0 on the Rich- 
ter scale, the Survey's National 
Earthquake Information Service said. 


The National Meteorological Obser- 


vatory said 664 tremors had jolted 
Guatemala since last Wednesday. 


The latest strong tremor struck be- 


fore dawn Monday, awakening resij 
dents, shifting furniture and causing 
walls to creak. Afterwards, the vol- 
cano Pacaya, visible from the city, 
began belching clouds of gray smoke. 


But during the day, the aftershocks 


were nearly imperceptible. Cars jam- 
med the streets of Guatemala City 
and shops opened in what appeared to 
be a return toward normal. 


The newspaper El Imparcial report- 


ed that "no less than 200" looters had 
been shot and killed since %last 
Wednesday by soldiers, police and ci- 
vilian vigilantes guarding damaged 
homes.

Suspicion ripples the calm in Lebanon 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - Fric- 


tion between Syria and Iraq and sus- 
picions in extremist Palestinian ranks 
of the Syrian role in overseeing the 
Christian-Moslem truce rippled the 
surface calm of Lebanon Monday. 


Newspapers splashed the warning 


by Iraqi President Ahmed Hassan Al- 
Bakr Sunday that Baghdad would not 
stand by if attempts were made to liq- 
uidate radical Palestinian groups in 
Lebanon. 


Arabic commentators said Al Bakr's 


statement 
showed how 
seriously 


Iraq viewed the attack last week on 
two Lebanese newspapers — both of 
which supported 'the Baghdad govern- 
ment — when seven persons died. 


The attack was carried out by Pa- 


lestinian guerrillas of the pro-Syrian 
Al Saiqa organization. It reflected the 


deepseated rivalry between the Syrian 
and Iraqi regimes, especially with 
Syria winning full credit for negotiat- 
ing an end to nearly 10 months of war 
in Lebanon between Christians and 
Moslems. 


Under the terms of the peace agree- 


ment, Syria pledged to supervise the 
1969 treaty between Lebanon and the 
Palestinians' governing the presence 
of the Arab guerrillas in Lebanon. 


This aroused fears in the "rejection 


front" — guerrillas who defy the lead- 
ership of the Palestine Liberation Or- 
ganization — they would be restrained 
by Syria. 


Iraq, on the other hand, has sup- 


ported the front in opposing "capitula- 
tionist solutions" to the Arab-Israeli 
conflict.

$561,000; personnel cuts 


Local scene 


Updated budget projections show 


that Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 car. 
save $561,000 through cutbacks in 
teachers, administrators and supplies. 


The cutbacks would not affect edu- 


cation programs, but would help off- 
set an anticipated 1976-77 .budget, 
school administrators told the Dist. 59 
board Monday. 


Administrators also .told the board 


that a 4 per cent enrollment decline 
which is anticipated next September 
will allow $354,405 worth of teacher 
cutbacks without changing the current 
student-staff ratio. 


AN APPROXIMATE 4 per cent cut- 


back in other budget areas — in- 
cluding supplies, textbook and admin- 
istrators — could bring additional sav- 
ings of up to $206,573. 


Last month the administration pro- 


jected a $500,000 to $2.3 million deficit 
in the education fund next year. 
Board members, after first .agreeing 
to consider budgeting with a deficit, 
asked the administration to determine 
the impact a balanced budget would 
have on education programs. 


Assistant Supt. Al Stone said Mon- 


day 
updated enrollment figures, 


which were just completed, showed a 
4 per cent drop from 9,696 to 9,287 
during the 1976-77 school year. Stone 
said staffing ratios set for the district 
this year were 21 to 1 in kindergarten 
to fifth grade and 21.3 to 1 in sixth 
through eighth grade. The 4 per cent 
enrollment drop wiU allow the elimi- 
nation of 18.9 teachers next year, 
Stone said. 


"At an average salary of $11,000, 


this would allow for a budget reduc- 
tion of $207,900, with present pro- 
grams maintained at the current lev- 
el," he said. 


The district also is "slightly over- 


staffed by 6.43 teachers," because of 
a steady enrollment decline since 
school opened in September, Stone 
said. There also is the equivalent of 
5.1 teachers currently on staff that 
could be eliminated, he said. 


IF ALL EXTRA teaching positions 


are dropped, the district could save 
$354,465 in salaries. 


Other potential savings, which 


would correspond to the 4 per cent en- 
rollment drop, were listed as: admin- 
i s t r a t i v e supplies, $10,104; in- 
structional supplies, $32,853; custodial 


supplies, $9,163; textbooks, $73,597; 
capital outlay, or new equipment pur- 
chases, $40,356 — a total Of $166,073. 


Stone said eliminating two adminis- 


trative posts, the director of special 
projects and director of curriculum 
review, will bring a savings of $40,500. 


All budget cuts outlined will not af- 


fect the current programs, Stone said. 
The estimate used for deduction in 
textbook costs, however, reflects "no 
major textbook adoptions next year." 
he said. 


POSSIBLE. CUTBACKS in con- 


sultants, special education teachers^ 
psychologists, social workers, in- 
strumental music teachers, nurses, 
secretaries, and clerks, -"are now 
being given scrutiny for reduction due 
to the 4 per cent enrollment de- 
crease," Stone said.

Do they see any clearcut remedies? 


Not really. It's a situation more com- 
plex and perplexing with each further 
probe 


"I don't see this sort of a thing as a 


trend around here," observed Hersey 
coach Roger Steingraber. "But it's 
definitely a situation that responsible 
people have to be concerned about 
Fans in general are becoming more 
vocal. . . some to the point of obnox- 
iousness . . . and coaches and officials 
are subjected to more abuse." 


Wheeling Ted Ecker felt that per- 


haps this rising rate of incidents was 
the result of coaches putting too much 
stress on the wrong areas of the 
game "Believe me, I'm all for win- 
ning. I wouldn't put as much work 
and effort into basketball and expect 
as much of the kids if I didn't want to 
win," he said. 


The Wildcat mentor added, how- 


ever, "The catch is that winning is 
taught and practiced from the right 
perspective . . . one within the frame- 
work of the rules. When winning be- 
comes a matter of life or death, I 
think you've achieved a warped sense 
of values and that might be what our 
game Is suffering from now." 


Fremd coach Mo Tharp echoed sim- 


ilar sentiments: "I don't see any ex- 


plosion of violence in high school bas- 
ketball but it has become a more 
physical game and some things should 
be done to keep it under control. I 
believe the game should be as tough 
and competitive as the rules permit..

vent the IHSA from excluding Laura from the competition and 
enjoin the IHSA from enforcing the rule.

Bring courts 


to the suburbs 


The suburban courts, and con- 


sequently suburban residents, 
have been stepchildren of the 
Cook County Circuit Court for 
too long. 


Last week the nine Republican 


party-endorsed candidates for 
the suburban seats on the court 
called for Chief Judge John 
Boyle to correct this problem by 
expanding the jurisdiction of 
suburban courts. 


Their proposal is reasonable 


and just. It deserves prompt fa- 
vorable action. 


T h e nine candidates said 


Boyle could change the court 
rules to expand the suburban 
courts' jurisdiction so that the 
whole range of civil proceed- 
ings, from divorce to probate, 
could be handled close to the 
home of 2.3 million suburban 
residents. 


In addition, jurisdiction over 


felony and juvenile court cases 
could be expanded to the sub- 
urbs, thus cutting down on the 
long travel time frequently re- 
quired of suburban crime vic- 


tims who must journey to Chi- 
cago. 


Such a change would be a ma- 


jor improvement. It might be 
followed, as the candidates said, 
by the eventual construction of 
"mini-Civic Centers" to bring 
county government to the subur- 
ban public. 


In addition, the judicial candi- 


dates said the process for choos- 
ing juries could be revised, prob- 
ably by legislation to allow ju- 
rors to be called from specific 
geographic areas of the county.

Common Cause head offers '76 messages 


'Candidates: don't appeal to voters fears' 


by JOHN W. GARDNER 


In the 1976 Presidential campaign, 


one of the major battlegrounds will be 
t h e alleged benefits 
and costs, 


strengths and weaknesses of govern- 
ment. Government is In low esteem — 
a tempting target for demagogues. 
Many of the criticisms of government 
are richly deserved, but demagoguery 
won't help. We need knowing criti- 
cisms and specific solutions from the 
candidates who seek to lead us. 


At every opportunity citizens and 


the press should deliver a clear' mes- 
sage to the candidates: Level with us. 
Don't appeal to our tears. Tell us the 
hard choices to be made. Propose so- 
lutions. 


Both liberals and conservatives 


have allowed certain/illusions to dis- 
tort their perception. The liberal illu- 
sion has been that federal aid per.se 
x 


solves problems; when in doubt, 
spend more dollars; pile program on 
program. Too little attention has been 
paid to whether these programs are 
fulfilling their purposes and who real- 
ly benefits. 


The conservative illusion is an un- 


shakable conviction that no govern- 
ment social program can really be 
made to work. The, conservative polit- 
ical investment today is in paralyzing 
inherited programs without proposing 
or demonstrating alternative ap- 
proaches. 


We can no longer afford the liberal 


or conservative illusion. Coping with 
inflation and unemployment, pre- 
venting international conflicts, cor- 
recting social inequities and using 
limited resources wisely will require 
that we look at the limits and poten- 
tial of government with a fresh eye. 


For example, most of the aspects of 


government that are wasteful, corrupt 
or indefensible on other grounds are 
held firmly in place by outside special 
interests that stand to profit thereby. 
That's why old programs never die'— 
or even fade away. 


Open scrutiny of all such matters 


would be advanced if Presidential 
candidates were asked to advocate a 
"sunset" tew under which programs 
would have to be periodically re- 


viewed to decide whether they should 
be terminated, modified or continued. 


Message to the candidates: "No 


rhetoric. Just tell us how you're going 
to help us gain command of the pro- 
grams we pay for." 


Another example: We want to know 


whether the Presidential candidates 
have identified the most difficult prob- 
lems facing the nation. Are they will- 
ing to level with the voters as to the 
costs of solving those problems, the 
sacrifices, the hard trade-offs? Are 
they willing to lay their own priorities 
on the line? 


In these matters, nothing can switch 


the candidates from rhetoric to reality 
more quickly, than down-to-earth talk 
about the budget. We should ask Pres- 
idential candidates to develop and 
publicize' a simplified federal budget 
indicating in major expenditure and 
revenue categories the spending and 
taxing priorities they would advocate 
'in the first budget under their control. 


Message to the candidates: No 


demagoguery. Just tell us how you're 
going to spend our money — and raise 


it. 


The role citizens should play has 


been undermined by their loss of con- 
fidence in their government. The only 
way to restore the confidence of the 
people in government is to create a 
governmental system that is open, ac- 
countable and unbought. 


All Presidential candidates should 


be asked to pledge their support of 
specific measures to assure openness 
and integrity in executive branch 
functioning, such as open meetings of 
regulatory and advisory commissions, 
whole-hearted compliance with Free- 
dom of Information Act, personal fi- 
nancial disclosure by public officials, 
disclosure of lobbying directed at the 
executive branch, stronger conflict-of- 
interest provisions, and creation of a 
new Justice Department division to 
investigate official 
corruption and 


abuse of power. 


Candidates should pledge to seek 


new charters for the agencies with 
covert investigative functions: the 
IRS, the FBI and CIA and others; 
and should specify what changes they 


would propose either in charters, op- 
erations or oversight to secure our lib- 
erties, prevent abuses of power and 
invasions of privacy, protect the in- 
tegrity of our foreign and domestic 
policies. 


Message to the candidates: No gen- 


eralities. What specific steps will you 
take to ensure openness and integrity 
in government and the protection of 
our liberties? 


The world we're facing verges on 


the unmanageable. In this ebullient 
society, where everybody wants ev- 
erything, there are hard choices 
ahead, and real sacrifices for all of 
us. Unless we have leadership that 
helps us clarify 
alternatives, in- 


stitutions capable of resolving com- 
plex issues, and citizens who under- 
stand the limited but necessary func- 
tions of government, the crisis of New 
York City in mid-1975 will be the road- 
map of the American future. We as 
citizens had better take it upon our- 
selves to find out how our candidates 
intend to govern.

seat of our federal government and 
the ninth largest city in the United 
States.

The federal 
city spreads over an area of 68 square 
miles and is nestled between Virginia 
and Maryland on the Potomac River.

After this, a per- 
manent location for its capital must 
be decided upon. Before the United

named, many people wanted to call it

As you can see, a permanent cap- 
ital for our fledgling government be- 
came a necessity.

The question of where to locate the. 


seat of government soon became a 
major source of contention between 
the North and the South, with a few 
small side skirmishes thrown in for 
good measure. The major argument, 
however, was between the Northern 
states and the Southern states — and 
slavery was the key issue. Those in 
the North felt that if a site in the 
South was selected, people would get 
the impression that the United States 
approved of slavery. The slave own- 
ers in the South did not want the 
Northern city of Philadelphia - the 
proposed site — to be the capital be- 
cause there were religious groups 
there who opposed slavery. 


In 1790 Alexander Hamilton worked 


out a skillful compromise, and in 1791 
a bill was passed approving a site on 
the Potomac River. President George 
Washington chose the city's exact lo- 
cation and became its namesake. 


Then, to avoid controversy over which 
state could claim the capital, the 
name "District of Columbia" • was 
added in honor of Christopher Colum- 
bus. 


Washington, D.C., is an ever-popu- ' 


lar tourist treat for millions of people 
every year.

Oscar 
Madison, played by Rayner, is a 
sports writer whose wife divorced him 
because she presumably couldn't 
stand his messiness, tardiness and ir- 
regular hours. Paying her alimony 
and child support keeps him broke. 
Benson plays Felix Ungar, whose 
marriage has just broken up because 
his wife couldn't put up any longer 
with his neurotic cleanliness and other 
idiosyncrasies. Felix is so neat that 
after the maid and his wife had 
cleaned, he trailed around after them 
tidying up. 


THE PAIR are friends as well as 


fellow poker players so Oscar, admit- 
ting to being lonely rattling around 
his eight-room apartment, insists that 
Felix move in with him. From the be- 
ginning they're mismatched. They ex- 
perieifce the same aggravations as in 
then- marriages, and in three weeks 


Oscar is pleading with Felix to leave. 
"I want a divorce," he begs. 


Rayner and Benson fit into their 


parts like fingers in a pair of kid 
g l o v e s . Rayner is grandiloquent, 
somewhat uncouth and thoroughly lik- 
able as Oscar. Benson, as Felix, is 
properly pouty, precise and, despite it 
all, endearing in the manner of a 
"poor child." 


Supporting them as their weekly po- 


ker buddies are Wally Engelhardt as 
Murray, the protective policeman; 
Eugene J. Anthony as Speed, who 
only wants to get on with the game; 
Joe Garber as meek-mannered Vin- 
nie; and Al Nuti as Roy, Oscar's ac- 
countant as well as his poker partner 
who wants him to quit frittering mon- 
ey.

Risk factors vital 
in deciding diet 


I am S3 years uld. 6 feet-2, and weigh 148 pounds. My dally 


physical activity consists of Jogging a minimum of five miles, aver- 
aging eight minutes a mile, 30 push-ups and 30 slt-ups. I've follow- 
ed this program for the past 11 yean. I used to jog seven miles but 
cut back to five due to the lime factor. 


My resting pulse has gone from the high 80s to an average of 48 


beats a minute. 
' 


I am writing about my diet, which Is the reason for the back- 


ground information. I have one egg, bacon, toast, coffee, 8 ounces 
of orange juice and 11 ounces of whole milk for breakfast. 


For dinner I have meat, vegetables, dessert of peanut butter .on 


graham crackers (I average eating a pound of peanut butter a 
week). At night I eat one-half sandwich pins more milk before 
going to bed. 1 average about one-and-a-half quarts of milk dally 
(low fat or whole milk). 


In view of my weight, do you think I'm getting too much satu- 


rated fat, or do yon have any suggestions about my diet? In- 
cidentally, my family has a bad gentle history of heart trouble. 


Your diet is certainly not one I would recommend to iriost people, 


particularly middle-aged coronary prone American males. But not 
everyone has your level of activity or has been as successful in 
avoiding obesity. A large number of people with high blood pres- 
sure and high blood cholesterol and fats, have them because they 
are overweight. In others this is at least a strong, contributing 
factor. 


The important point is your individual risk factors. What is your 


blood pressure? I presume it is low normal with your weight, res- 
ting heart rate hnd exercise level. Blood pressure is one of the 
three major risk factors: 


Do you smoke? I presume you don't and that makes you three' 


times better off than those who smoke two packs a day. 


Finally, what is your own cholesterol and triglyceride (fats) lev- 


el? If your cholesterol level is low, I would not fuss too much about 
your diet. However, I think it is absolutely necessary that you 
find out what It Is in view of your statement of a bad family history 
of heart disease. 


If your cholesterol level Is high, then despite your exercise pro- 


gram, you should make some changes. If you followed the recom- 
mendations of the Inter-Society Commission for Heart Disease Re- 
sources, an important national study group, you would limit your 
cholesterol intake to 300 milligrams a day and that would mean 
few if any egg yolks if you get your needed quantity of meat, fish 
and poultry. You would need to switch to just low fat milk (two per 
cent fat and 30 per cent of its calories are fat with half of these of 
the saturated fat type) or skim milk. 


Over 70 per cent of the calories in peanut butter are fat; 13 per 


cent of the calories are saturated fat 


The rules to control fat and cholesterol intake can be individ- 


ualized if you are thoroughly tested and the results are favorable as 
long as you stay that way. For more information on diet principles 
to prevent heart and vascular disease send 50 cents for The Health 
Letter Number 1-3, Diet Preventing Atherosclerosis.

Honors planned for Lincoln 'spost road 


. Illinois Gov. Daniel Walker has des- 
ignated Thursday as "Lincoln Post 
Road Day" in Illinois to com- 
memorate the permanent marking of 
an historic route often used by Abra- 
ham Lincoln between New Salem 
State Park and Springfield. 


Walker will launch special dedica- 


tion ceremonies by splitting a rail 
with a sldge hammer and wedge at 
the New Salem park entrance at 7:30 
a.m. Thursday. A massive parade to 
Springfield will fellow, moving along 
the historic 22-mile Post Road. 


The route, hereafter to be known as 


"Lincoln's 
New 
Salem-Sprlngfield 


Post Road," extends from New Salem 
eastward on a road presently known 
as the Athens Blacktop through 
Athens to 111. Hwy. 29 and south to 
Springfield. The route recently was 
authenticated by Lincoln scholar and 
state historian, Wayne Temple, as 
being the original coach and mail 
route for the area. 


AS A SURVEYOR, young Lincoln 


laid out several miles of the Post 
Road south of Athens in 1834 and trav- 
eled it many times as a prairie law- 
yer and politician.

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Jacques Cousteau to look for lost city of Atlantis 


ATHENS - The legendary city of 


Atlantis described by the ancient phi- 
losopher Plato may lie at the bottom 
of the Aegean Sea near the Greek is- 
land of Santorinl. And French explor- 
er Jacques Cousteau and the Greek 
government plan to spend $2 million 
looking for it. 


Cousteau has arrived in Greece with 


his 18-man crew and the research ship 
"Calypso" to spend six to eight 
months around Santorini and its sun- 
ken volcano crater. An eruption there 
around 1500 B.C. is believed by some 
to have sunk fabled Atlantis, leaving 
a scattering of small islands. The op- 
eration will involve a fleet of mini- 
iubraarinw and batyspheres carrying 
:ho most advanced electronic equip- 
ment. Divers will descend to the floor 
of the sea and archeologists on board 
the Calypso will be able to watch their 
underwater work over a closed-circuit 
television system. 


The research is being sponsored and 


financed partly by the National Tour- 
ist Organization of Greece and two 
films will be produced for distribution 
to the world's major television net- 
works. "In Search for Atlantis" will 
depict the story of the search-for the 
legendary city and "Treasure Is- 
lands" will concentrate on the price- 
less store of archeological items 
strewn on the Aegean Sea bed. 


"We have found treasures and gems 


in our trips around the world," 
Cousteau said, "but I personally be- 
lieve that there is no greater jewel for 
mankind than our archeological ori- 
gins. That is what makes this trip the 
most interesting in our 24 years of 
work." 


THE EXISTENCE of Atlantis has 


been a controversial issue for many 
years. According to Plato, a large 
continent existed, but was torn asun- 
der and submerged after violent 
earthquakes and floods. Plato's story 
of "lost" Atlantis baffled scientists for 
many centuries until the Greek scien- 
tist A. G. Galanopoulos announced his 
controversial theory that the island of 


Thira, or Santorini as it is more com- 
monly known, was the site of the leg- 
endary city. Expeditions by oceanogra- 
phers from the Woods Hole Oceano- 
grahic Institution in the late sixties 
tended to support this belief. 


Santorini has been visited by mil- 


lions of tourists since it is included as 
a stop on every cruise ship that plies 
the Aegean. It is a dramatic and im- 
posing sight as viewed from the deck 
of a ship arriving in the early morn- 
ing hours. The island is completely of 
volcanic origin and the soil consists 
largely of volcanic rock, powdered la- 
va and pumice. The steep sides of the 
mountain are layered in multi-colored 
hues and the small town of Fira is 
perched 800 feet above the wharf. The 
ascent to the town is most con- 
veniently effected on the back of a 
small donkey. 


The town was devastated by an 


earthquake in 1956, but was rebuilt, 
retaining the traditional architecture 
and the stark whitewashed buildings. 
Charming shops display a variety of 
fashions, and several small cafes 
have terraces ideal for sipping local

view of the bay below. 


Despite the rocky appearance and 


the precipitous cliffs that form the 
eastern part of the island, the other 
half of Santorini slopes gently down to 
the sea. However, swimming is not 
one of the island's main attractions as 
the beaches are black and stinging 
hot on summer days. Sightseeing at 
the ruins of ancient Thira and wan- 
dering among the numerous monas- 
teries and forts is more interesting for 
the visitor. 


Santorini is unique among the Ae- 


gean islands. To some it is stark and 
forbidding. To others, it is a rare ex- 
perience to consider that a great civ- 
ilization once propsered here and was 
devastated by possibly the greatest 
explosion 
in 
recorded 
history. 


Cousteau will be a visitor to Santorini 
this year and hopes to bring back 
some souvenirs of his trip. Not post- 
cards or trinkets — but perhaps a 
treasure that has been lost for thou- 
sands of years — the legendary city of 
Atlantis.

Each morning about 8 a.m. 


John Meyers, 10, of Elk Grove 
Village, goes to the part of Cos- 
man Lake which touches his fami- 
ly's backyard. 


Even in the bitter cold of the

at migration time, can survive 
the harsh winter.

Personnel cutbacks 
Dist. 59 finds way 
to save $561,000 


Updated budget projections show 


that Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 cajc 
save $561,000 through cutbacks in 
teachers, administrators and supplies. 


The cutbacks would not affect edu- 


cation programs, but would help off- 
set an anticipated 1976-77 budget, 
school administrators told the Dist. 59 
board Monday. 


Administrators also told the board 


that a 4 per cent enrollment decline 
which is anticipated next September 
win allow $354,405 worth of teacher 
cutbacks without changing the current 
student-staff ratio. 


AN APPROXIMATE 4 per cent cut- 


back in other budget areas — in- 
cluding supplies, textbook and admin- 
istrators — could bring additional sav- 
ings of up to $206,573. 


Last month the administration pro- 


jected a $500,000 to $2.3 million deficit 
in the education fund next year. 
Board members, after first agreeing 
to consider budgeting with a deficit, 
asked the administration to determine 
the impact a balanced budget would 
have on education programs. 


Assistant Supt. Al Stone said Mon- 


ti ay 
updated enrollment figures, 


which were just completed, showed a 
4 per cent drop from 9,696 to 9,287 
during <the 197&77 school year. Stone 
said staffing ratios set for the district 
this year were 21 to 1 in kindergarten 
to fifth grade and 21.3 to 1 in sixth 
through eighth grade. The 4 per cent 
enrollment drop will allow the elimi- 
nation of 18.9 teachers next year, 
Stone said. 


"At an average salary of $11,000, 


this would allow for a budget reduc- 
tion of $207,900, with present pro- 
grams maintained at the current lev- 
el," he said. 


The district also is "slightly over- 


staffed by 6.43 teachers," because of 


a steady enrollment decline since 
school opened in September, Stone 
said. There alsb is the equivalent of 
5.1 teachers currently on staff that 
could be eliminated, he said. 


IF ALL EXTRA teaching positions 


are dropped, the district could save 
$354,465 in salaries. 


O t h e r potential savings, which 


would correspond to the 4 per cent en- 
rollment drop, were listed as: admin- 
i s t r a t i v e supplies, $10,104; in- 
structional supplies, $32,853; custodial 
supplies, $9,163; textbooks, $73,597; 
capital outlay, or new equipment pur- 
chases, $40,356 — a total Of $166,073. 


Stone said eliminating two adminis- 


trative posts, the director of special 
projects and director of curriculum 
review, will bring a savings of $40,500. 


All budget cuts outlined will not af- 


fect the current programs, Stone said. 
The estimate used for reduction in 
textbook costs, however, reflects "no 
major textbook adoptions next year," 
he said.

State rulings boggle traffic judges 


In a crowded Mount Prospect court- 


room last week — where more than 
740 traffic cases were scheduled for 
bearings — two associate Circuit 
judges quickly dismissed more than 
100 cases without hearings. 


The reason — controversial Illinois 


Supreme Court Rule S04, which re- 
quires scheduled hearings within 45 
days of arrest. 


In a neighboring Northwest subur- 


ban courtroom, another judge pon- 
dered possible verdicts, but "super- 
vision" was not an alternative. 


The reason — the Illinois Supreme 


Court recently 
prohibited "super- 


vision" sentences, which allowed de- 
fendants to avoid conviction after 
completing a "good behavior" term. 


THE TWO COURT decisions, which 


interpreted Rule 504 and banned "su-' 
pervision" sentences, 
have rocked 


suburban' courts and have forced 
changes in sentencing and case sched- 
uling. 


M o u n t Prospect's traffic court 


Thursday was "a mess," said Illinois 
State Police Cpl. R.B. Perry. The 740 
traffic charges, written by state po- 
lice, required opening of two court- 
rooms. 


"DWIs (driving while intoxicated) 


.. . everything was dismissed;" Perry 
said. "One trooper alone told me that 
83 of his cases were dismissed. I 
"didn't check it, but he's a heavy 
writer." 


Records of Thursday's court session 


were unavailable Monday, but Asst. 
State's Atty.. Terry Sullivan of District 
3 confirmed "a large number" of 
cases' were dismissed because the 
tickets ordered court appearances 
more than 45 days after arrest. 


STATE POLICE patrolling tollways 


were hit hardest by the ruling 'be- 
cause court appearances were sched- 
uled at two-month intervals, Perry 
said. The state police patrol tollways 
in five counties, including DuPage, 


Lake and Cook, and "it's difficult to 
get into court in each of the counties," 
Perry said. 


The 504 ruling was "plain and 


simple," Sullivan said. "All cases 
must be brought in between 10 and 45 
days." 


Most 
local 
police 
departments, 


which schedule monthly court appear- 
ances for patrolmen, are not affected 
by the ruling, Sullivan said. 


"We have maybe half a dozen cases 


a day involving the 45-day rule," Asst. 
State's Atty. Samuel Berkley said 
Monday. "Some cases we've dropped 
because they weren't scheduled within 
45 days."

BERKLEY SAID THE Illinois Su- 


preme Court's decision banning "su- 


pervision" sentences is. "a bigger 
problem" than the Rule 504.

"Supervision 
has been a long-standing thing in the 
suburbs . . . now it's not here any- 
more." 


"Supervision" is not listed in Illinois 


law as a possible court sentence, but 
has been widely used in traffic courts 
to force "good behavior" without or- 
dering a fine or jail sentence. Judges 
often sentenced traffic offenders to 
"supervision" and offered to dismiss 
the charges if the driver later re- 
turned to court without subsequent of- 
fenses. 


The "supervision" sentence often 


was ordered in DWI cases in which 
the driver attended an alcoholic re- 
habilitation program, or in theft cases 
in which the defendant offered restitu- 
tion.

His job's not very easy

Each morning about 8 a.m. 


John Meyers, 10, of Elk Grove 
Village, goes to the part of Cos- 
man Lake which touches his fami- 
ly's backyard.

Wheeling Village Mgr. George Pas- 


solt has urged village department 
heads to "hold the line" on spending 
during the 1976-77 fiscal year.

ably show a slight increase, but not 
very much.

He said staffs should be re- 
duced in departments "where the pre- 
sent activity levels don't justify the 
present staff."

High court rulings boggle 
traffic case dispensations 


In a crowded Mount Prospect court- 


room last week — where more than 
740 traffic cases were scheduled for 
hearings '— two associate Circuit 
judges quickly dismissed more than 
100 cases without hearings. 


The reason — controversial Illinois 


Supreme Court Rule 504, which re- 
quires scheduled hearings within 45 
days of arrest. 


In a neighboring Northwest subur- 


ban courtroom, another judge pon- 
dered possible verdicts, but "super- 
vision" was not an alternative. 


The reason — the Illinois Supreme 


Court recently prohibited "super- 
vision" sentences, which allowed de- 
fendants to avoid conviction after 
completing a "good behavior" term. 


THE TWO COURT decisions, which 


interpreted Rule 504 and banned "su- 
pervision" sentences, have rocked 
suburban courts and have forced 
changes in sentencing and case sched- 
uling. 


M o u n t Prospect's traffic court 


Thursday was "a mess," said Illinois 
State Police Cpl. R.B. Perry. The 740 
traffic charges, written by state po- 
lice, required opening of two court- 
rooms. 


"DWIs (driving while intoxicated) 


... everything was dismissed," Perry 
said. "One trooper alone told me that 
83 of his cases were dismissed.

The Buffalo Grove Police Dept. re- 


ceived $2,773 from the village board 
Monday enabling the department to 
participate in a state crime pre- 
vention grant that will help fund the 
hiring of three additional patrolmen. 


Buffalo Grove will receive $55,457 


from the Illinois Law Enforcement 
Commission to cover the hiring of two 
patrolmen, a full-time clerk and to 
purchase additional office equipment.

The grant will allow the police de- 


partment to hire three officers — two 
under the provisions of the grant and 
one from money already budgeted for 
new personnel. 


Most of the money will come from 


the federal government, with the state 
and the village each contributing 
$2,773, Police Chief Harry Walsh said. 


Under the provision of the grant, 


which may come through by the end 
of March, a crime prevention bureau 
would be set up to include a number 
of programs aimed at educating po- 
lice officers and the public, Walsh 
said. 


PROGRAMS WOULD include train- 


ing sessions for police officers, a drug 
prevention and education program, 
crime analysis at the scene and public 
education sessions aimed at deterring 
burglaries, thefts and rapes, Walsh 
said. 


Funding for the program would be 


for one year, with the village taking 
up the slack at the end of the year, 
Walsh said He said the village would 
have no difficulty continuing the pro- 


gram after one year because "the im- 
pact of the program will occur pri- 
marily hi the first year. If needed we 
could continue the program on a part- 
time level next year." 


Sgt Kenneth Blanchette, head of

'ineffective*

Des Flames' war against pigeons 


has become a battle that officials con- 
cede the city has little hop* of win- 
ning. 


Joseph Schwab, commissioner of 


public works, Monday said amce the 
city council ordered a pigeon crack- 
down on the city's south side last Oc- 
tober, efforts to trap the birds and re- 
move them from the neighborhood 
have been ineffective. 


City officials ordered the removal of 


the large flock of birds from an area 
near. Greco Avenue and Orchard 
'Place Road, saying the birds pose a 
health haxard. 


Schwab said to date the dty has 


trapped only about 24 pigeons. At that 
rate, the birds never will be removed 
from the ant, he said. 


"It's not working out very well." he 


said. "We're not solving the problem 
at all." 


THE CITY HAS BEEN attempting 


to capture the pigeons in several 
cages set up on an overpass on Rail- 
road Avenue. The dty places feed and 
water in the cages in an attempt to 
lure the pigeons into the cages, 
Schwab said. 


Although that method has not sig- 


nificantly reduced the pigeon popu- 
lation, Schwab said ha does not know 
what other measures can be taken by 
thechy. 


"The cages are the most humane 


way to do it," he said. "I'm not going 
to do anything different until I'm di- 
rected to." 


AM. Robert Kraves, 6th, who rec- 


ommended the pigeon crackdown, 
said he, too, believes the city's efforts 
have been Ineffective, but is not sure 
whether he will propose additional 
measures. 


"FOR MYSELF, I'D rather see the 


city use some harsher means to get 
rid of the pigeons, but I think a lot of 
aldermen are hesitant to order that," 
he said. "As far as I'm concerned, 
when it comes to a point when pigeons 
are infringing on the rights of people, 
I'd rather see the pigeons dead." 


The city council stopped short of 


calling for the destruction of the pi- 
geons because several aldermen said 
such steps would be inhumane. 


Schwab and Kraves said they be- 


lieve part of the reason city efforts to 
trap the pigeons have been futile is 
because residents continue to feed the 
birds. 


Pigeons captured by the city are 


being kept in cages behind the city's 
public works garage, 1111 Camp- 
ground Rd. Schwab said as soon as 
the dty Captures 100 of the birds they 
will be turned over to Uncoln Park 
Zoo, Chicago. 


City officials said, however, at the 


rate the city is capturing the pigeons, 
it may be some time before the 
"jailed birds are sprung."

Personnel cutbacks 
Dist. 59 finds way 
to save $561,000 


Updated budget projections show 


that Elk Grove Township Dist 59 can 
save $561,000 through cutbacks in 
teachers, administrators and supplies. 


The cutbacks would not affect edu- 


cation programs, but would help off- 
set an anticipated 1976-77 budget, 
school administrators told the Dist. 59 
board Monday. 


Administrators also told the board 


that a 4 per cent enrollment decline 
which is anticipated next September 
will allow $354,405 worth of- teacher 
cutbacks without changing the current 
student-staff ratio. 


AN APPROXIMATE 4 per cent cut- 


back in other budget areas — in- 
cluding supplies, textbook and admin- 
istrators — could bring additional sav- 
ings of up to $206,573. 


Last month the administration pro- 


jected a $500,000 to $2 3 million deficit 
in the education fund next year. 
Board members, after first agreeing 
to consider budgeting with a deficit, 
asked the administration to determine 
the impact a balanced budget would 
have on education programs. 


Assistant Supt Al Stone said Mon- 


day updated enrollment 
figures, 


which were just completed, showed a 
4 per cent drop from 9,696 to 9,287 
during the 1976-77 school year. Stone 
said staffing ratios set for the district 
. this year were 21 to 1 in kindergarten 


to fifth grade and 21.3 to 1 in sixth 
through eighth grade. The 4 per cent 
enrollment drop will allow the elimi- 
nation of 18.9 teachers next year, 
Stone said. 


"At an average salary of $11,000, 


this would allow for a budget reduc- 
tion of $207,900, with present pro- 
grams maintained at the current lev- 
el," he said. 


The district also is "slightly over- 


staffed by 6 43 teachers," because of 


a steady enrollment decline since 
school opened in September, Stone 
said.

John Meyer treks down to .the lake behind his Elk Grove Village home . . . 
His job's not very easy

Each morning about 8 -a.m. 


John Meyers, 10, of Elk Grove 
Village, goes to the part of Cos- 
man Lake which touches his fami- 
ly's backyard. 


Even in the bitter cold of the 


last several weeks, John has gone 


out to chop a hole in the ice so 
that a pair of swans, left behind 
at migration time, can survive 
the harsh winter. 


"The hole freezes up, almost ev- 


ery day," John said, saying he , 
uses an ax and rake to make "a 
pretty big hole" each morning. 


"If their feet freeze, they die." 


John, who lives at 745 Liecester 


Rd., each morning feeds grain to 
the swans and to a pair of ducks, 
also in the area, before leaving 
for Marshall School. 


"I built a shelter made of ever- 


greens on shore. The ducks like it 
but the swans prefer the water," 
John said. 


This is the first winter the 


swans have stayed at the lake 
but, despite John's special treat- 
ment, they may not be back next 
year. 


"I'm kind of concerned," he 


said. "A lot of kids have been 
throwing rocks at them to frighten 
them off. I'm trying to make

Green tells finance panel 
Utility tax, higher fees 
urged to balance budget 


Rolling Meadows Acting City Mgr. 


Charles Green proposed a garbage 
service charge, increased vehicle sti- 
.cker fees and a utility tax as ways to 
create additional revenue to balance a 
$4.7 million fiscal 1976 budget. 


Green, Monday, in a report to the 


city's finance committee, said "I real- 
ize that it will not be a popular rec- 
ommendation to increase revenue 
items. However as city manager, I 
believe it is my responsibility to pre- 
sent the budget on a realistic level." 


The major emphasis of the prelimi- 


nary budget, reviewed for the first 
time Monday in committee, is "fu- 
ture planning." Green, in addition to 
icreasing revenue, proposed the coun- 
cil establish a $100,000 capitalization 
fund. 


He described the fund "as the 


groundwork for future planning" and 
said it could be established this first 
year with state income tax revenues. 


GREEN SAID "the fund would not 


be used this 1976 fiscal year for any 
expenses. In future years the funds in 
this account would be used for large 
capital expenditures. 


"The fund would help relieve the 


present situation of operating on a 
year-to-year basis with no assurance 
that money will be available when it 
is needed," Green said. 


Thevproposed $4.7 million budget is 


slightly higher than last year's ap- 
proximately $4.3 million budget. 


Major increases include a five per 


cent cost of living raise for all employ- 
es and major equipment purchases in 
the fire, police, public works, sewer 
and sanitation departments. 


ESTIMATED NEW expenditures in 


the fire departmentftotal $159,603, the 
police department,' $33,936; public 
works department, $78,000 and sani- 
tation department, $80,000. 


Green said city insurance and 


health and life insurance, alone will 
account for a $42,000 increase in the 
budget. 


He said cost increases are a prob- 


lem faced by municipal government 
as well as the residents. 


"The general cash flow is of prima- 


ry importance for carryover amounts 
at the beginning of the year when tax 
money is not immediately available," 
Green said. 


GREEN'S REPORT showed there 


will be approximately $200,000 in sur- 
plus funds without imposing the addi- 
tional charges he suggested for gar- 
bage service, sticker fees or utility 
tax. 


He said, however, that in order to 


follow a city council policy to retain 


approximately $250,000 as surplus car- 
ryover for the next year's expenses 
one or two of the new charges are 
necessary. 


Green estimated, the city could raise 


approximately $175,000 by charging 
$2.50 per month for garbage service 
and raising the vehicle sticker fee on 
passenger cars from $3 to $8. He said 
he had no figures for the anticipated 
utility tax revenue. 


Green's report also urged adding 


six additional men to the fire depart- 
ment, hiring one replacement for the 
police department and hiring a city 
manager and finance officer. 


New township town hall 
not feasible, report says 


Building a new Palatine Township 


town hall which would house township 
offices and three of its social agencies 
is "not (financially) feasible at the 
present time," according to a citizens' 
study submitted Monday night to the 
township board. 


The committee, which was appoint- 


ed by the board last October, con- 
cluded that a new town hall would re- 
quire 9,500 square feet and would cost 
$235,000 to build, or about $30 a square 
foot. 


The study suggested a new town 


hall house only township offices and 
the Council on the Aged, and that the 
Bridge Youth Service Bureau use the 
existing town hall at 37 N. Plum 
Grove Rd. once it was vacant. The 
report also recommended the Commu- 
nity Child Care Center remain at its 
present location at the Palatine Pres- 
byterian Church, 800 E. Palatine Rd 


TOWNSHIP SUPERVISOR Howard 


Olsen said he was "not surprised" at 
the study's conclusion, but said the re- 
port "is not to be taken as final action 
by the board." 


The board accepted the citizens' 


committee report, but delayed dis- 
cussion until its March 8 meeting. 


The report was based on responses 


to questionnaires sent to the township 
groups, on-site inspection of their facil- 
ities and personal interviews. Com- 
mittee members also talked with 
township officials in Wheeling Town- 
ship, which is building a two-story 
town hall, scheduled to be completed 
by the end of the year 


Robert J 
Dix, accountant and 


member of the citizens' committee, 
said the study group originally consid- 
ered a new town hall "a good idea, if 
financially possible, that would lend

City battles birds; tactics 'ineffective' 


Pigeons prevail in Des Plaines 


by JOE FRANZ 


Des Plaines' war against pigeons 


has become a battle that officials con- 
cede the city has little hope of win- 
ning. 


Joseph Schwab, commissioner of 


public works, Monday said since the 
city council ordered a pigeon crack- 
down on the city's south side last Oc- 
tober, efforts to trap the birds and re- 
move them from the neighborhood 
have been ineffective. 


City officials ordered the removal of 


the large flock of birds from an area 
near Greco Avenue and Orchard 
Place Road, saying the birds pose a 
health hazard. 


Schwab said to date the city has 


trapped only about 24 pigeons. At that 
rate, the birds never will be removed 
from the area, he said. 


"It's not working out very well." he 


said. "We're not solving the problem 
at all." 


THE CITY HAS BEEN attempting 


to capture the pigeons in several 
cages set up on an overpass on Rait 
road Avenue. The city places feed and 
water in the cam in an attempt U> 
lure the pigeons into the. cages, 
Schwab said. '

Although that method has notjsig- 


nificantly reduced the pigeon popu- 
lation, Schwab said he does not know 
what other measures can be taken by 
thecky. 


"The cages are the most humane 


way to do U," he said. "I'm not going 
to do anything different until I'm di- 
rected to."

High court rulings boggle 
traffic case dispensations 


In a crowded Mount Prospect court- 


room last week — where more than 
740 traffic cases were scheduled for 
bearings — two associate Circuit 
judges quickly dismissed more than 
100 cases without hearings. 


The reason — controversial Illinois 


Supreme Court Rule 504, which re- 
quires scheduled bearings within 45 
days of arrest. 


In a neighboring Northwest subur- 


ban courtroom, another judge pon- 
dered possible verdicts, but "super- 
vision" was not an alternative. 


The reason — the Illinois Supreme 


Court recently prohibited "super- 
vision" sentences, which allowed de- 
fendants to avoid conviction after 
completing a "good behavior" term:1 


THE TWO COURT decisions, which 


interpreted Rule 504 and banned "su- 
pervision" sentences, have rocked 
suburban courts and have forced 
changes in sentencing and case sched- 
uling. 


Mount Prospect's traffic court 


Thursday was "a mess," said Illinois 
State Police Cpl. R.B. Perry. The 740 
traffic charges, written by state po- 
lice, required opening of two court- 
rooms. • 


"DWIs (driving white intoxicated) 


. . . everything was dismissed," Perry 
said. "One trooper atone told me that 
83 of his cases were dismissed. I 
didn't check it, but he's a heavy 
writer." 


Records of Thursday's court session 


were unavailable Monday, but Asst. 
State's Atty. Terry Sullivan of District 
3 confirmed "a large number" of 
cases were dismissed because the 
tickets ordered court appearances 
more than 45 days after arrest. 


STATE POLICE patrolling tollways 


were Tilt hardest by the ruling be- 
cause court appearances were sched- 
uled at two-month intervals,, Perry 
said. The state police patrol tollways 
in five counties, including DuPage, 
Lake and Cook, and "it's difficult to 
get into court in each of the counties," 
Pertysaid. 


The 504 ruling was "plain and 


simple," Sullivan said. "All cases 
must be brought in between 10 and 45 
days." 


Most local police departments, 


which schedule monthly court appear- 
ances for patrolmen, are not affected 
by the ruling, Sullivan said. 


"We have maybe half a dozen cases 


a day involving the 45-day rule," Asst. 


State's Atty. Samuel Berkley.said 
Monday. "Some cases we've dropped 
because they weren't scheduled within 
45 days." 


Cook County State's Atty. Bernard 


Carey is appealing the Illinois Appel- 
late Court decision. 


BERKLEY SAID THE nhnois Su- 


preme Court's decision banning "su- 
pervision" sentences is "a bigger 
problem" than the Rule 504. 


"Either you convict him or you 


don't," Sullivan said. "Supervision 
has been a long-standing thing in the 
suburbs . . . now if s not here any- 
more." 


"Supervision" is not listed in Illinois 


law as a possible court sentence, but 
has been widely used in traffic courts 
to force "good behavior" without or- 
dering a fine or jail sentence. Judges 
often sentenced traffic offenders to 
"supervision" and offered to dismiss 
the charges if the driver later re- 
turned to court without subsequent of- 
fenses. 


The "supervision" sentence often 


was ordered in DWI cases in which 
the driver attended an alcoholic re- 
habilitation program, or in theft cases 
in which the defendant offered restitu- 
tion. 


At 53 Outdoor Theater 
Court to decide fate 
of 6X' films in 2 weeks 


A U.S. District Court Judge will 


rule in two weeks on a suit filed on 
behalf of the owners of the 53 Outdoor 
Theater in Palatine Township seeking 
to stay an injunction barring the the- 
ater from showing X-rated movies. 


In a hearing Monday, U.S. District 


Court Judge Edwin Robson gave the 
state's attorney's office five days to 
answer the suit filed on behalf of Kohl- 
berg Theaters.

the city. 


"The cages are the most humane 


way to do it," he said. "I'm not going 
to do anything different until I'm.di- 
rected to."

Half million 
savings seen in 
Dist. 59 cuts 


Updated budget projections show 


that Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 can 
save $561,000 through cutbacks in 
teachers, administrators and supplies. 


The cutbacks would not affect edu- 


cation programs, but would help off- 
set an anticipated 1976-77 budget, 
school administrators told the Dist. 59 
board Monday. 


Administrators also told the board 


that a 4 per .cent enrollment decline 
which is anticipated next September 
will allow $354,405 worth of teacher 
cutbacks without changing'the current 
student-staff ratio. 
' 


AN APPROXIMATE 4 pier cent cut- 


back in other budget- areas — in- 
cluding supplies, textbook and admin- 
istrators — could bring additional sav- 
ings of up to $206,573. 


Last month the administration pro- 


jected a $500,000 to $2.3 million deficit 
in the education fund next year. 
Board members, after first agreeing 
to consider budgeting with a deficit, 
asked the administration to determine 
the impact a balanced budget would 
have on education programs. 


Assistant Supt. Al Stone said Mon- 


day updated enrollment 
figures, 


which were'just completed, showed a 
4 per cent drop from ,9,696 to 9,287 
during the ,1976-77 school year. Stone 
said staffing ratios set for the1 district 
this year were 21 to 1' in kindergarten 
to fifth grade and 21.3 to 1 in sixth 
through eighth grade. The 4 per cent 
enrollment drop will allow the elimi- 
nation of 18.9 teachers next year, 
Stone said. 


"At an average salary of $11,000, 


this would allow for a budget reduc- 
tion of $207,900, with present pro- 
grams maintained at the current lev- 
el," he said. 


The district also is "slightly over- 


staffed by 6.43 teachers," because of 
a steady enrollment decline' since 


school \ opened in September, Stone 
said. There also is the equivalent of 
5.1 teachers currently on staff that 
could be eliminated, he said. 


IF ALL EXTRA teaching positions 


are dropped, the district could save 
$354,465 in salaries. 


Other potential savings, which 


would correspond to the 4 per cent en- 
rollment drop, were listed as: admin- 
i s t r a t i v e supplies, $10,104; in- 
structional supplies, $32,853; custodial 
supplies, $9,163; textbooks, $73,597; 
capital outlay, or new equipment pur- 
chases, $40,356 — a total of $166,073. 


Stone said eliminating two adminis- 


trative posts, the director of special 
projects and director of curriculum 
review, will bring a savings of $40,500. 


All budget cuts outlined will not af- 


fect the current programs, Stone said. 
The estimate used for reduction in 
textbook costs, however, reflects "no 
major textbook adoptions next year," 
he said. 


POSSIBLE CUTBACKS in con- 


sultants, special education teachers, 
psychologists, 
social workers, in- 


strumental music teachers, nurses, 
secretaries, and clerks, "are now 
being jtven scrutiny for reduction due 
to the 4 per, cent enrollment de- 
crease," Stone said. 


Wendell Peterson, a teacher at Mar- 


shall School and one of about 40 teach- 
ers attending the Monday night meet- 
ing said, the board appeared to be re- 
acting to "public opinion of deficit 
spending and possibly going in a ter- 
rible direction ... If a balanced budg- 
et won't give children a good educa- 
tion, you have to tell the public that." 


Board member Avis Wold said "the 


primary purpose of this board and 
this staff has always been the educa- 
tion of children.
